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SpaceCenterOpens 
At End of August 


The first major installation of 
the Goddard Space Flight Center, 
Greenbelt, Md., will be placed in 
operation in late August, according 
to Dr. Michael J. Vaccaro, business 
manager of the center, as reported 
in county newspapers. 

Dr. Vaccaro. addressing the 
Prince Georges Chamber of Com- 
merce recently, said that by No- 
vember this major laboratory of 
the National Space Agency will 
have 1230 people working there. 
A small unit is already at work 
at the Center. 

By June 1961, an additional 800 
people will be installed at the 
Center. In April 1962, a large sub- 
division of the Center presently 
situated at Langley, Va., will be 
brought to Greenbelt. 

Dr. Viaccaro explained that the 
Center will be the location of the 
research and development work of 
“deep space probes.” Workers 
there will build prototypes or first 
versions of space vehicles. Com- 
mercial plants will then  con- 
struct production models. 

Goddard is located on a 550-acre 
tract on Glenn Dale rd., a few 
miles east of the Greenbelt exit 
of the Washington-Baltimore 
Parkway. Although actually lo- 
cated on the Department of Agri- 
culture Beltsville farm tract, the 
Space Center will use Greenbelt as 
its postoffice address.

The council action followed a plea 
by two local ministers, Rev. Kenneth Wyatt and Dr. Glenn Sam- 
uelson, to follow previous council decisions and express disapproval 


of liquor sales in Greenbelt.

Senior Week at High Point in- 
cluded Baccalaureate Services, 
the Graduation Ball, a class picnic 
and yearbook signing party, and 
reached its climax with the gradua- 
tion program on June 15. The grad- 
uation ceremonies were held on 
the school football field with par- 
ents and friends present. 





A hearing on the application took 
place this morning in Upper Marl- 
boro. City Manager Charles Mc- 
Donald was instructed to appear on 
behalf of the city to ask for the 
postponement and to cite the fol- 
lowing reason: a previous applica- 
tion for a liquor license is now 
pending, following an appea] by 
the lapplicant: the Legion home is 
near a contemplated elementary 
school site: the Webb and Knapp 
development adjacent to the Leg- 
ion may be affected adversely dur- 
ing its preliminary program; the 
“zoning exception” permitting the 
Legion home to operate may make 
its eligibility for ia liquor license 
questionable; a previous instance 
of non-compliance with the exist. 
ing beer permit disqualified the 
Legion from successfully obtaining 
a liquor license earlier, and the 
situation may not have changed; 
and the Legion home site is within 
100 yards of m federa] park. 

“Jake” Hoffman, former Post 
commander, disclosed that the lo- 
cal post has 713 members, 266 of 
them Greenbelters. He said a maj- 
ority of the members, both Green- 
belters and non-Greenbelters, favor 
the license. Only two members pub- 
licly voice opposition to the li- 
cense, Hoffman added. The Green- 
belt post is the eighth largest in 
Maryland and the only one of the 
eight that does not have a liquor 
licenSe, Hoffman said. 


Dr. Samuelson and Rev. Wyatt 
reported the members of their con- 
gregations have voted to oppose 
the liquor license and reiterated 
remarks made at the council ses- 
sion on the Chiasanow application 
in’ opposition to the sale of hard 
liquor in Greenbelt. They also read 
a letter in support of their position 
from Rev. Cnharies= Gali’ of the 
Methodist Church. 


The Class C license permits the 
sale of hard liquor to members and 
guests at the Legion home. Pre- 
sently holding a beer permit, the 
Legion often uses a “one-day” per- 
mit, allowing the sale of liquor. 
The tapplication calls for the trans- 
fer of a license presently held by 
American Legion Post 115 in Up- 
per Marlboro. This is the third 
time in five years that the local 
Legion post has applied for a liq- 
uor license. 

Disqualifying himself from vot- 
ing on the question, councilman 
Edgar Smith disclosed that he is 
employed by a county attorney, Os- 
car Buley, ta long-time legal rep- 
resentative of the Legion’ past. 
The council took a 30-minute re- 
cess before voting. 


Mayor Alan Kistler declared that 
liquor boards expect opposition 
from ministers nearby residents and 
civic groups but usually base their 
decision on legality rather 
than opinion. He added that there 
was no evidence heard that night 
that changed his opinion that the 
citizens of Greenbelt do not want 
the sale of liquor inside the corp- 
orate limits of Greenbelt.

Award, Will Work in University Lab

Having just won a top scholastic award, Greenbelt’s Stephan 
Mintz, a junior at High Point High School, will begin a career 
in science at the University of Maryland this summer. Steve, as

At a special ceremony at High 
Point High School last week Steve 
was given the prize Harvard Book 
Award for achieving the highest 
scholastic averlage of any boy in 
the junior class. Steve maintain- 
ed a 3.826 average even though all 
his classes were in the speeded-up 
program for academically talented 
students. 


He was presented the award by 
Dr. Howard J. Laster of 15-A 
Ridge, representing the Harvard 
Club of Washington. Laster is as- 
sociate professor of physics at the 
University of Maryland. Coincid- 
entally Professor Laster directs 
the special program lat the Uni- 
versity which hires outstanding 
scientific-minded high school jun- 
iors and seniors to serve as sum- 
mer research laboratory assistants. 


Steve is one of four High Point 
students selected for the program 
this summer. Only 18 high school 
students are chosen throughout 
the state. Young Mintz will have the 
special privilege of working with 
the internationally known. physicist 
and space pioneer Dr. Fred Singer, 
who is himself a resident of Green- 
belt. 

The young potential scientist will 
work a full eight-hour day begin- 
ing June 23, the day after regular 
school ends, for a period of nine 
or ten weeks. He will receive $40 a 
week. Steve will not only assist Dr. 
Singer in his work but he will also 
be given a chance to carry out his 
own research project. 

Steve won his first honors in the 
scientific field in his last year at 
Greenbelt Junior High School. His 
six-inch telescope, which he built 
himself, including the laborious 
process of grinding and polishing 
the lens by hand, won him a first 
prize in the Prince Georges County 
Science Fair that year. He is now 
at work on the lens of a 12-inch 
telescope. 

In addition to his stiff course of 
study at High Point, Steve is a 
member of the Russian Club, fan 
informal group of students inter- 
ested in learning the language, the 
World Politics Club, a discussion 
group and the Math Club. A month 
or so ago he added to his schedule 
a special after-school advanced 
class in lalgebra. 

Despite ali this book work, Steve 
is tall and husky. Just turning 17, 
he is an expert swimmer and last 
summer earned his junior life- 
saving certificate. On top of ev- 
erything else, Steve is a talented 
painter. Studying under Mrs. Sari 
Shiren in Greenbelt and later fat the 
Corcoran Art Gallery, he has won 
praise from professionals for his

The 
ladies are certainly appreciative of 
the many men in the company who 
manned this piece of equipment 
which circled the town time after 


time, always loaded with happy 
faces. 


A reminder thiat the Standard 
and Advanced Course in First Aid 
will be taught at the new Fire- 
house (if its ready) starting on 
Thursday, June 30 at 8 p.m. In- 
structor Don Pratt advises that 
the course will still be given if 
other quarters must be used. Any- 
one interested in taking this 
course need just show up that eve_ 
ning in time to sign up for the 
first session. 


There were three fire calls last 
week but none were of major im- 
portance. A car fire on June 8, 
which our equipment was called 
out for, was brought under con- 
trol by another company which 
was the first to arrive on the 
scene outside of Greenbelt. A grease 
fire in a stove on Laurel Hill on 
June 5 had our equipment rolling. 
The grease had burned out by the 
time our men got there, and the 
additional note that the steak was 
not burned was on the report. Also 
on June 5, a woman showed up at 
the Firehouse and reported a fire 
at Edmonston and Crescent rds. 
but the men could not find any- 
thing when they got there, 

On the matter of the grease fire 
in the stove, Chief Vince Dutton 
would like the people of Green- 
belt to remember that the men 
would rather lanswer a call such as 
this and not feel embarrassed when 
the matter turns out to be a minor 
one. 


I had one such experience like 
this. Quite a while ago, I decided 
to bake some lapple pies. I used 
brown sugar in both pies and 
after cooking a while, the sugar 
ran over and there was a fire in 
the oven. I was not in a panic, but 
I decided to call the Fire Board 
for advice. However, rather thian 
give the advice by phone, the man 
on the other end of the line said 
he would summon the Fire Depart- 
ment. Well, I could hear the triple 
Siren go off as I went back to look 
at the fire in the oven. I turned 
the burner off and sure enough, the 
fire died out. By that time, I could 
hear the sirens on the equipment 
coming closer and then I was 
panicky. Just as I knew would hiap- 
pen, all my neighbors came out 
and kids came running from all 
over town. I felt so awful] as I as- 
sured the men that the fire was out 
and showed them the oven. 


Well, they left, I cleaned the 
oven and baked my pies agiain, 
this time using a piece of alu- 
minum foil to catch the drippings. 
I certainly was embarrassed but 
still it was a good feeling to know 
that the aid was there if I need- 
ed it. It wasn’t until much later 
thiat I told Chief Dutton about it, 
and it was then that he assured me 
that there was no need to feel 
embarrassed.

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ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND SECTION 757 OF THE GREENBELT CITY 
CHARTER TO PROVIDE FOR ADDITIONAL RECORDS 


ORDINANCE NO. 422 


BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Mary- 
land, that under powers granted said City Council under the Amend- 
ment to Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland (1955 Ch. 423) 
thiat Section 757 of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt be and the 
same is hereby amended by the addition of the following paragraph 
to Section 757 of the Charter: 

The Manager shall require the heads of all administrative depart- 
ments to (1) make and preserve such records as he deems ‘adequate 
or as City Council may provide by ordinance to document the organ- 
ization, functions, policies, procedures, decisions and essential trans- 
actions of their departments; and (2) establish safeguards against 
the removal, alienation, or destruction of such records except in! ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the applicable laws of the State of 
Maryland. 


ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND SECTION 758 OF THE GREENBELT CITY 
CHARTER TO PROVIDE FOR NOTICE TO CITY COUN- 
CIL OF BIDDING AND CONTRACT AWARDS 


ORDINANCE NO. 423 


BE IT ORDAINED by the Councij of the City of Greenbelt, Miary- 
land, that under powers granted said City Council under the Amend- 
ment to Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland (1955 Ch. 423) 
that Section 758 of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt be and the 
same is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 758. (Purchase.) It shall be the duty of the City Manager to 
control the purchase, storage and distribution of all supplies materials, 
equipment and contractual services requiring by the city government 
or any officer thereof; to establish and enforce standard specifications 
with respect to such supplies, materials and equipment, and to deter- 
mine their quality, quantity and conformiance with specifications; and 
to transfer to or between city offices or departments, or to sell surplus, 


‘obsolete or unused supplies, materials and equipment. Before making 


any purchase or contract for supplies, materials, equipment or con- 
tractual services, opportunity shall be given for competition under 
such rules and regulations, and with such exceptions, as the Council 
may prescribe by ordinance. Al] expenditures for supplies, materials, 
equipment, or contractual service involving more than $1,000, or any 
larger amount if fixed by ordinance, shall be made on written con- 
tract, and such contract shall be awarded to the bidder who offers the 


> lowest or best bid, quality of goods, time of delivery, and responsibility 


of bidder being considered, after such public notice and competition 
as may be prescribed by ordinance, provided the City Manager shall 
have the power to reject all bids and advertise again; provided, how- 
ever, a copy of all public notices or invitations for bids’shall be 
furnished to each council member at the same time as the public 
notice or invitation to bid is released, and a memorandum summariz- 
ing the bids received shall be furnished to each member of the 
City Council. 


ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND SECTION 761 OF THE GREENBELT CITY 
CHARTER TO CLARIFY THE INTENT OF THE SECTION 


ORDINANCE NO. 424 


BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Mary- 
land, that under powers granted said City Council under the Amenda- 
ment to Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland (1955 Ch. 423) 
that Section 761 of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 761. (Investigation’ by Council or Manager.) The Council, the 
Manager, or any person or committee authorized by the Council] by 
Resolution, shall have power to inquire into the conduct of any office 
or officer of the city and to make investigations as to municipal affairs, 
and for that purpose may compel the production of books, papers and 
other evidence. Failure to produce books. papers or other evidence «as 
ordered under the provisions of this section shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punishable by a fine not to exceed one hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment not to-exceed thirty days, or both. 


ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND SECTION 776 OF THE GREENBELT CITY 
CHARTER TO PROVIDE FOR COUNCIL APPROVAL IN 
CERTAIN IMPROVEMENT CONTRACT AWARDS 


ORDINANCE NO. 425 


BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Mary- 
land, that under powers granted said City Council under the amend- 


> ment to Article 11K of the Constitution of Maryland (1955 Ch. 423) that 


Section 776 of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt of the City of 
Greenbelt be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 776. (Contracts for City Improvements.) Any city improvement 
costing more than $1,000, or larger amount if fixed by ordinance, shal] 
be approved by the City Council and contract entered into by the 
City Manager. All such contracts shal} be awarded to the bidder who 
offers the lowest or best bid, quality of goods, time of delivery, and 
responsibility of bidder being considered, after such public notice and 
competition as may be prescribed by ordinance, provided the City 


, Manager shall have the power to reject al] bids, advertise again, or 


refer back to City Council for recommendations. 
City Council may authorize any city improvements to be executed 


’ directly by the city departments in conformity with detailed plans, 


specifications and estimates. 

A copy of all invitations for bids or public notices shall be 
} furnished to each counci! member at the same time as the public 
notice or invitation is m'ade, as well as a summary of the bids received.
